Y/ater  Supply  The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  satisfactory 

"both  in  quantity  and  quality.  Almost  all  the  dwell 
ing  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  from  the 
mains  of  the  various  Wafer  Companies* 


The  following  are  the  Water  Companies  serving  the  area: 

(a)  The  Metropolitan  Y/ater  Board  supplies  Sunbury, 

Suhbury  Common,  Upper  Hall i ford  and  Charlton. 

(h)  The  West  Surrey  Water  Company  supplies  Shepperton  and 
Littleton. 

(c)  The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  supplies 
Ashford  Common. 


Stand  Pipes  are  placed  opposite  Pharoah’s  Island.  A  few 
dwellings  on  Hamhaugh  Island  and  some  isolated  cottages  are 
dependent  on  shallow  wells.  The  water  from  these  supplies  is 
periodically  examined.

GENERAL  REPORT  FOR  1  946 


Comparison  of  the  statistical  data  revealed  in  this 
report  with  those  for  i  945  gives  cause  for  satisfaction,, 

The  Birth  Rate  in  the  District  was  the  highest  since 
the  Amalgamation  Order  in  i  930.  The  Death  Rate  is  one  of  the 
lowest  recorded  since  i  930* 

As  usual*  Heart  Disease  and  Cancer  were  the  major 
causes  of  death  among  adults*  whilst  Prematurity  accounted  for  a 
substantial  proportion  of  rhe  deaths  in  infancy. 

The  District  was  free  from  major  epidemics  and  no 
deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria*  Measles*  Scarlet  £'ever  or 
Whooping  Cough.  There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid*  Paratyphoid 
Fever,  Dysentery  or  Small  Box.  One  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified  and  this  recoveredc (Girl  -  not  immunised). 

The  arrangements  worked  smoothly  whereby  children 
were  immunised*  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  at  the  County 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics.  The 
response  of  the  parents  to  those  facilities  has  been  highly 
commendable,  with  the  result  that  the  majority  of  children  have 
received  a  primary  inoculation  in  the  first  year  if  life. 

A  reinforcing  dose  is  advised  at  5  years  of  age  in  order  to 
retain  the  immunity  of  the  individual  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

The  efficacy  of  a  combined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  prophylactic  is  under  investigation  in  certain  selected 
districts;  a  favourable  outcome  may  warrant  the  general  use  of 
this  prophylactic. 


In  recent  years  an  increasing  number  of  expectant 
mothers  have  sought  admission  to  Hospitals  and  Nursing  Homes 
for  their  confinement  but  owing  to  widespread  shortage  of 
maternity  beds  for  these  cases  admission  is  restricted  to  those 
selected  on  medical  or  environment  a],  considerations » 

The  demand  for  houses  increased  during  the  year* 

Each  application  was  investigated  by  this  department  and  points 
were  allotted  for  the  assessment  of  priority.  The  supply  of 
housing  accommodation  remained  far  short  of  the  demand  and  of 
the  ills  that  attend  on  the  consequent  overcrowding,  not  the 
least  are  those  of  a  psychological  nature  due  to  the  lack  of 
separate  homes  for  individual  families  a 

The  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  community 
is  increasing  and  it  is  recognised  that  special  we lfare  problems 
present  themselves  in  consequence,  i.e.  problems  of  housing, 
home  help  and  care  of  the  chronic  sicke  In  this  connection  it 
is  gratifying  to  record  the  erection,  during  i  946,  of  twelve 
bungalows  for  elderly  people*
